watered valley of Taos, made by the
Spauniards more thau a hnndred yenrs
ago, has been  confirmed by Uncle
Sam, and the people sapport them-
selves by larming, They do much of

their plowing with sticks dragged
through the soft soil by ponies. The
chiefl crops are corn aud wheat. The

whent is thrashed, as in hiblieal times,
by ponies trmnpling ont the grain, It
it winnowed by throwing it into the
air with a pitehfork on a windy day,
The grain is then separated from the
heavier straw by ranning it throngh n
sieve made of sheep skin punched full
of holes and stretohed on o wooden
frame. In this process considerable
dive elings in the creases of the kernels,
and the wheat hos to be washed to be
vleaned, thongh many persons think
that too finicky.

The marvied men of the pyramid
eommunity elect u set of ofeers once
u year, There nren Governor, u Lien-
tenant-Governor, an  Aleade, a War
Captain and severnl Assistants. The
innuguration takes place on New Year's
Day in the chnvel, The old officers
guther on one side of the room and the
new officers on the other. They march
in single file toward the altar, sud, as
they weet, the old Gobernador passes
to his successor a silver-headed ebony
caue, presented to the pueblo by
Abrabum Lineoln in 1868, Common
wauds ave trausferred by the other re-
tiring officers, The vew officers gen-
erally insist also on taking wn onth he.
for the County Judge, although he ha:
uo suthority in the wmatter, The na-
tives imagine that their notion is rafi-
fled by the Government of the United
Btates. They also have & Cacigue,
who is hereditary snd holds his posi-
tion for life. He is the head of the
wystem of pagan religion, while the
Governor is the head of civil affuirs,

It =0 great is the reverence of e
people for the Cacigne that in any con-
troversy hin will is practically Inw ae
agninst the rinle of the Gobernador,

The pyramid people sk no help of
Unele Sam, and he does not interferas
in their internal affairs, They have
nequired a commnnity title to their
farms wnd transfer these among them-
salven.  Ther have gone into civilized
courts only onee or twice, nl then
heontise whites snoronched on  their
Innds,  They lense some of their Iand
to Mexicnn neighbors at the rate of 81
